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NOTES. OF THE WEEK, 


The allotment to the Grimsby Congregation of a portion of the genera] 
cemetery by thet local Burial Board has importance for others besides the Jews 
of that town Similar concessions have been obtained by other Jewish 
congregations—notably those at Norwich, Aldershot ancl Belfast. Some 
were granted more than. thirty years ago. There is no reason why 
the right of Jews to a share in the burial grounds which belong to 
the ratepayers should not be asserted in every instance. It is true that Jews are 
not entitled to claim the exclusive use of separate portions of such cemeteries ; 
and it is this circumstance which gives the character of a concession to the 
favourable action of the local Board in regard to the application of the Grimsby 
Congregation. But when once the right of our coreligionists to interment in the 
eeneral cemetery is made clear, the allotment of a small portion of it ought to be 
obtained without much difficulty. Even if a special charge be made for the grant 
it would undoubtedly involve less expense than the maintenance of an exclusive 
cemetery. Small provincial congregations, in particular, would do well to bear 
this subject in mind. One of their heaviest burdens is the necessity of making 
provision for the burial of their dead according to Jewish rites. Not infrequently 
appeals have to be nade to other congregations for aid in supporting this burden 3 
and in some instances such appeals might be obviated by local movements similat 
to that which has been suecessfully made by the congregation at (rrimsby. 


The correspondence on the subject of “ Industrial Schools,” which has been 
proceeding in our columns for the last few weeks, is deserving of attention. Since 
the closing of the St. Paul’s Industrial School there has been no institution of 
the kind to which Jewish children could be sent. An “ ILonorary Visitor ” is of 


opinion that the want should be supplicd by the establishment of a Jewish Indus. — 


trial School. On this point Mr. Algemon I. Sydney is directly at issue with 
him. The latter gentleman thinks that there are not a sufficient number of Jewish 
children of the class for whom industrial schools and reformatories are intended to 
justify the creation of a separate institution. An “ Honorary Visitor” dishkes 
reformatories because, instead of reforming, they foster crime. Mr. Sydney, for 
exactly the same reason objects to industrial schools as well. He thinks that 
communal action with regard to this question should be two fold. Children should 
be prevented from running wild inthe streets by due eare being taken that they are 
sent to school. The children who, in spite of this care, slip through our fingers, 
ought to be sent to one of our existing educational institutions, which if neces- 
sary should be enlarged. Instruction in handicrafts night be given in connection 
with the institution. -The question is an important one ; and undoubtedly wil] 
anore urgently demand attention as time goes on. 


At the last monthly mecting of the Board of Guardians it was resolved. to 
nuprove the mode of collecting gifts of left-off clothing, which are made to the 
Board. This is a wise determination. At this scason of .the year especially 
clothing is in great request among the poor; and an opportunity thus presents 


“itself for doing acts of real charity without any outlay of money. A little thought- 


fulness on the part of the wealthier classes would tend very largely to increase 
the stock of cast-off clothing at the disposal of the Board of Guardians. In many 
homes clothes are stored away for years though they are never intended to be 
uscd. How great a boon they would prove to the poor! A little energy—physical 


-and mental—would be the means of giving warm clothing to scores of shivering 


adults aud children. If persons would only think of the suffering the poor have 
to undergo through being ill-clad, they would instituce a periodical overhauling 
of their wardrobes so as to climinate, for the benctit of their humbler brethren, the 


superfluous portions. Norshould it be thought that any article, however worn, — 


is not good enough to be given away. Mending can do wonders ; and as for old 
boots, it is marvellous what vitality they possess even when tlicy are apparently 
at their last gasp. 


Mr. B.S. Marks did well to draw attention to the advantages of the study of. 


drawing by Jewish children, in his recent address at the Bayswater Schools. As 
he pointed out,a knowledge of the draughtsman’s art cannot fail to be of benefit 
to Jewish working men, who are heavily handicapped at present by their inability 
to work on Sabbaths and Holydays. In handicraft trades, too, those boys have 
the best chanee of being taken as apprentices who know how to draw. And 
remembering the predilection of Jews for sedentary occupations, it 1s obviously 
desirable that the necessary qualification for pursuing the best of them should be 
secured for Jewish children. Besides this, the study of drawing educates both 
hand and eye, and thus indirectly prepares the pupil for industrial training, The 
matter certainly deserves more attention at the hands of our school managers 
than it has hitherto received: Artistic knowledge is not too greatly developed 
among Jews. Hitherto we have made but an indifferent figure in the cultivation 
of such arts as painting and sculpture. This can hardly be the consequence of a 
want of wsthetic sympathy on the part of a race which has displayed decidedly 
artistic proclivities. All that is needed is training, and this, so far as the humbler 
classes of Jews are concerned, ought to be commenced in our schools. 


The attempt to unite the two congregations at Kingston, Jamaica, appears to 
he inimminent danger of shipwreck. An arrangement for amalgamation was 
provisionally made by representatives of the two bodies, by which it was agreed 
to refer the preparation of a ritual to the Ecclesiastical Authorities in this country; 
and to adopt the Sephardic pronunciation of Hebrew. This arrangement seems to 
have met with opposition from a section of cach congregation. It is to be hoped 
that amicable counsels will prevail, and that the opposition will be withdrawn.

“No, 17—Every one may retain his religion, and colonists are a 
permitted to commence a religious discussion with their neighbours.” Accordin 

to the correspondent of our Parisian contemporary, however, these rules te 
broken both in the spirit and in the letter, for the colonists are requested which 
to them is eqnivalent to an order, to attend daily a Protestant church, where cach 
person has to recite the “ Lord’s Prayer” and other prayers, though they may do 
so softly if they choose. Every Sunday they have to listen to 4 sermon which 
of course, is specially composed with the view of enlisting their sympathy in 
favour of the Christian religion. We have already expressed our opinion of 
the character of the Jewish Refugees’ Aid Socicty, and of kindred bodies. It ig 
as well the public should know that they combine treachery and perfidy with 
their other qualifications, 


The Jews in Jerusalem are happily not looking on quietly at this pernicious 
work of the missionaries. Thanks to the initiative of M. Frumkin, the Editor 
of the Habazeleth, of M. Nissim Behar, Director of the Jewish Boys’ School, and of 
another coreligionist, M. Ben-Jehouda, a Society has been formed for the Purpose 
of counteracting the mischief which is being wrought by the agents of the Jews 
ish Refugees’ Aid Society. The object of the new Society, which js entitled 
“ Esras Nedachim,” is to procure work for Jewish emigrants of every nationality, 
thus relieving them from applying to the conversionists for this purpose aul if 
the wages they reecive are insufficient, they will be supplemented by the Com- 
mittee. In ease of illness medical and peeumary aid will be furnished by the 
Society. The new organisation will have a severe battle to fight against the well 
filled money bags of the misstonarics. It, therefore, bchoves every trae Jew in 
Palestine and elsewhere to cone to the assistance of the really philanthropic 
work of Esras Nedachim.” 


The /sraelit urges in a leading article that a universal Jewish testimonial 
should be raised to Sir Moses Montefiore, which should take the form of the 
purchase of immense tracts of land in Palestine, with the object. of settling 
thereon a large number of Jewish colonists. Our contemporary observes that a 
plan of this nature was formed by Sir Moses himself some fifty years ago, but 
that owing to the political circumstances of the time the project could not be 
earricd into execution. The Jsraelit, believing that these obstacles no longer 
exist, and that, therefore, the time is now ripe for action, asks us to venti- 
late the subject, and expresses the opinion that 1f a Committee were formed in 
London for such a purpose, large sums would flow in from all countrics where 
Jews reside. Before these lines appear in print the Zsraelit will already have 
learnt that the Committee in England, composed of delegates from Ramsgate and 
from Jewish congregational bodies, have determined to make the Montefiore 
Memorial, as far as they are concerned, of a purely local clraracter. 


M. Felix Bovet, whose Visit to Sacred Places has just been translated into 
English, stayed for some time, on his route, at Acre. He lodged in a khan, and 
was surprised at the key with wlich he was provided to secure his lodging. It 
consisted of a large stick into which were driven a nuinber of nails arranged 1M 
accordance with the wards of the lock to which it was fitted. M. Bovet hardly 
knew what to do with this curious implement, but he soon discovered that it was 
usual to bear the key on one’s shoulder, as a sapper carries his axe.“ One often 
mects,” remarks M. Bovet, “in the strects, at the hour when the shops are being 
shut, shopkeepers going home from their day’s business, preceded by a little boy 
gravely carrying on his shoulder one of these great wooden keys.” This custom, 
M. Bovet thinks, is alluded to in Isaiah xxii., 22, “The key of the house of 
David will [lay upon his shoulder, so that he shall open and none shall shut, and 
and he shall shut and none shall open.” Whether right or wrong, this interpre: 
tation is extremely interesting ; and there can be no doubt that increased know- 
ledge of obscure Eastern customs will throw much light on many passage of 
Scripture.

that Sir Moses. Montefiore’s life should be commemorated by a medal, we may 
mention that such a medal was struck in 1864. We have an example in bronze 

before us as we write. The medal was designed by M. Charles Wiener of 
Brussels, and is an excellent specimen of the medallist’s art. On the obverse 
are admirably finished portraits of Sir Moses and Lady Judith Montetiore. The 
reverse contains the two Biblical texts in Hebrew: “And Moses 
grew and went forth to his brethren, and looked upon their burthens,” 


and “The wise shall shine like the light of the firmament, and 
those who vindicate the multitude, like the stars for ever and ever.” 


The inscription is enclosed in a garland of rose, thistle and shamrock, with which 
are entwined the names Jerusalem, Damascus, Russia, Morocco, and Rome, 
accompanied by the dates which with important pas- 
siges in Sir Moses Montefiore’s life. The medal, however, is exceedingly 
scarce ; and “ M.'s ”’ suggestion is consequently deserving of attention. As he 
says, Very many persons would be glad to possess such a memento of our distin- 
tinguished coreligionist’s labours, and its possession would. silently reeall the 
lessons which may be learnt from his career. The hundredth year of Sir Moses 
Montefiore’s life, too, is in itself worthy of being marked bya special medal.

It has been often observed that there is a strange want of detiniteness in the 
early statements with reference to the method of celebrating the Feast of 
Hanucah.

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FATAL FIRE AT A JEWISH SCHOOL. 
THIRTY CHILDREN BURNT TO DEATH. 


On Sunday a fire broke out in the school of the Alliance Israélite, situate at 
Galata, one of the European quarters of Constantinople. In this quarter the 
Alliance has three schools, one for boys containing about 120 pupils, another for 
cirls with 150 pupils, and a mixed German school, attended chiefly by children 
of the Ashkenazim community, with nearly 120 pupils. [t wasin the last-named 
institution that the disaster occurred. 

The fire made such-rapid progress that much difficulty was experienced in 
rescuing the children, and owing to the narrowness of the street the fire brigade 
were much hampered in using their apparatus. No less than thirty children 


Were burnt to death or subsequently died from their injuries. he shoek which 


the calamity occasioned the Head Mistress was so great that she lost her reason, 
and, while in this unhappy state, she threw herself out of a house in which_ she 


had been taken for safety. She was killed on the spot. The fire only lasted 


half an hour. 


HE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


[FROM OUR ST. PETERSBURG CORRESPONDENT], 


I regret to have to report that fresh riots have occu rred since I last wrote to 


vou, the scene of the latest outbreak having been the town of Kriworog, in the. 


Government of Ekaterinoslav. The accumulation of workmen, their wanderings 
from place to place, and lastly, their habits, afford favourable opportunities for the 
outbreaks of disturbances: To these must be added the fact that Kriworog is con- 
nectel by rail with the town of Ekaterinoslav, whence there came to the first-named 
place a number of workmen who had already taken part in riots; in so far the 
excesses at Kriworog may, therefore, be regarded as a continuation of those at 
Ekaterinoslav, The following are the particulars which have come to hand. 

At davbreak on a Sunday several drunken fellows who were still to be 
found in the brandy stores at Kriworoz, determined to observe their day of rest by 
amusing themselves at Jew-baiting, Three of them commenced the fun, as they 
eet ac: hy an attack on a shop kept by a Jew, The disturbances which then 


ensued might have been averted, if the three drunkards, who had not vet attained 


manhood, had been put under lock and key, and if, in the absence of the police, the 


bystanders had taken the side of law and order, Unhappily they did nothing of the 


kind, despite the circumstance that the Pristaw, wearing his insignia of office, had 
summoned them to aid him in arresting the drunken youths. Sinele-handed the 
Pristaw was unable to do anything; nor was the help of the Urjadnik, another 
official, of any avail. The result was that the work of destruction went on quite 
unchecked, The Pristaw received such a heavy blow on the head from one of the 
rioters that he fell senseless to the ground, in which condition he was earried to his 
house, The only, albeit powerless, opposition on the part of the custodians of order 
having thus been removed, the mob gained fresh courage, and the rioters having been 
reinforced, shop after shop fell into their hands and was wrecked by them, The 
shops kept by Christians were, however, spared, Simultaneously, a section of the 
mob attempted to break into the wine and spirit cellar belonging to a merchant 
named Karatschupovsky, but in this they were for some tine checked, paitly through 
the strength of the locks, and partly owing to the assistance which the proprietor 
received from some peasants who opportunely arrived on the spot and came to his 
aid. At length they suecceded in capturing the cellar, and the orgies which then 
ensued were of the wildest character. Barrels of spirits were broken open, and the 
liquor was caught up in the eaps of the rieters, who drank until they beeame intox. 
icated, Under the influence of the alcohol winch they had consumed, the work of 
destruction assumed still greater proportions, In the Bezaar seven shops and the 
cellars beneath were completely demolished, Polheco were not to be seen, and it is 
even said that the Urjadnik himself was seen to stagger in a drunken state in the 
atreets, Amidst loud yells and shouts the mob scattered themselves over different 
parts of the town in order the quicker to complete their work. ‘The house of the 


Jew Karatschowsky was plunder<d and wrecked from top to basement, Another | 


section destroyed the house of Herr Posnansky, in which were located the workshop 
of a watchmaker, and the shop of a dealer in hardware. None of the watchmaker’s 
tools were spared, whilst his stock found its way into the pockets of the thieves. 
It is worthy of note that one of the rioters had entrusted his watch to the Jew to 
be repaired, but only after having been assured by one of his companions that he 
would soon have an opportunity of becoming the possessor of a watch of far greater 
value than his own, 


When night came on the din became still louder, and the panie which prevailed. 


among the Jews spread to the Christian population, for it was feared that they also 
would be attacked in their turn, This fear was soon realised. Late in the evening 
the mob smashed all the windows in the house of M. Achetonon, a French engineer, 
and then gave evident signs of their intention of destroying the entire dwelling . 
but in this they were defeated through the courage and energy of M. Achetonon, 
Finally, all passers-by in the streets were likewise assailed by the rioters, among the 
personal victims being the priest Rybeltschenko, who was returning home from 
church, Everybody rushed homewards to protect his life and property. Towards 


eleven o'clock at night the intelligent portion of the population. succeeded in bands 


ing themselves together, and, strengthened by a number of Italian labourers, they 
confronted the mob, By a wise employment of their forces they eventually suc. 
oceled in dispersing the rioters, who ran oif in every. direction. The 
riots were thus happily checked, and twelve of the ringleaders arrested, among them 
being one who had placed on his fingers the rings, and had slipped into his pockets 
the watches, which ha had stolen. Several of the prisoners bore evidence on their 
heads and faces of the severe blows which they had received from the friends of 
order, The inhabitants of Kriworog fear a renewal of the riots, as upwards of a 
hundred additional labourers on the railway now in course of construction wily 
shortly arrive in the place. To prevent such a recurrence, it is hoped that a smal 
troop of soldiers will be sent to the spot. 

Against these deeds of pillage and destruction, an act of honesty and unselfish.

Anti-Jewish officials in the provinces are continuing to carry ont th 
repressive laws affecting the Jews, as is proved by an order issued last month by 
the Chief of Police, Zikubuko, at Elisabethgrad, directing Jews to replace within 
one month their Christian servants by Jewish employés, under penalty, in case of 


‘non-comphance, of a fine of 50 roubles, This decree will reduce nearly one thousand 


Christians to a state of destitution, and should it be put into force we may anticipate 
serious results, from which Jews will not be the only sufferers, 

It appears that Government functionaries are not the onl y pereons to give vent to 
their anti-Semitic prejudices, Of this fact we have had recent examples, The 
world was certainly not aware that there existed in its midst a certain Torr Anto- 
nowitz, who is a Doctor of Political Economy and a teacher at the University of

he that it is not difficult to obtain in Russia the title of Doctor. In order. there. 
fore, to enable himself to emerge from his unknown state, and to earn some cheap 
notoriety, he bethought himself of attacking the Jews with his pen. for which pur- 
pose the Avewlanin placed its columns at his disposal.

Unlike Dr, Antonowitz 
he was not an unknown man, but he was desirous of extending his reputation, Thi. 
he soucht to do by appearing as an anti-Semite of the first water, and in his new 
character as such he made his début yesterday when delivering his lecture to the 
students, In the course of his remarks he made an attack on the Jews of. so Violent 
a natare as had never beén heard here: from a professorial chair. The resnit 
was far different from what he evidently anticipated. It is true that a few of the 
studeits applauded their Professor, but these feeble cheers were drowned ina perfect 
storm Of hisses and yells, accompanted by a stampings of feet, which so alarmed the 
Professor that he hurriedly left the room. At the present moment the whole of St, 
Petersburg is full of the incident, and Professor Wreden finds himself, probably to 
his regret, the hero of theday, The determine attitude of the students as a bedy 
shows that they have not given way to the teachings of anti-Semitism, although 
publicists are doing their best to bring about this result, One of the latest efforts 
of Jew-hating journalists in this direction ha? been the publication by M. Aksakolf, 
in his paper the dtvss, of the essence of the notorious pamphlets of Rohling, Justus 
and Co., served up with rhetorical sauce, ¢ da Aksaloif. ft is needless to dwell on 
the mischief which these writings can do in the hands of men who know nothtie 
of the teachines of the Talmud, aeainst whieh the pamphtieis are 
directed, | 
The Vienna correspondent of the Standard telegraphed on Wednesday night : 
“A strange aifair is reported from Volbynia in Russia, where anti-Jewish riots 
cecurred lately. Some of the dragvons quartercd in a village suddeniy attacked the 
Jews in the streets, striking them with their swords and plundering their houses, 
Several Jows, including the Rabbi, reccived such severe injuries that they have since 
died. The commander of the Regiment did not, it is said, attempt to restrain his 
soldiers, and the police aiso remained passive.” In our last issue we inserted on the 
saine subject a Reuter’s Telegram, which, however, stated that the police and the 
‘commander of the regiment, in endeavouring to quell the disturbance, proved 
powerless against the rioters.

HuNGARY.—The Chamber of Deputies at Pesth has adopted the recommenca- 
tion of the Privileges Committee in favour of the suspension of the immunity from : 
criminal! prosecution not only of the anti-Jewish Deputies Onody and Verhovay, but 
also of their colleagues, Szalay and Herman.—The trial at Kaposvar of several 
persons charged with having been implicated in the excesses against the Jews at 
Izigetvar has ended in the conviction of most of the prisoners. One of their counsel 
having attempted to defend the anti-Semitic movement, was promptly called to 
order by the Judge.

TWO SCHOOLS, 
Two of our communal schools—the Jews’ Free School and the Stepney Jewish 
Schools—are at the present moment brought prominently under the notice of the 
public. We published last week a letter from Sir Narianign bE Roriscuien, 
the President of the former institution, appealing for furthcr support to liquidate 
the indebtedness of the school. The sum of £6,000 is required for this purpose 
—£3,800 to make good the deficit in the Building Fund, and £2,200 to pay off 
the debt incurred in management. We cannot believe that Sir NATHANIEL DE 
ROVHSCHILD’s appeal will go unheeded. The community knows how to value its 
deserving institutions, and it surely will not permit one of the most deserving to 
remain in a position of financial difficulty. 

With one of the views expressed by Sir Naruanten pe RoviscHitp we may at 
once say we are unable to agree. He seems to deprecate the revival of the Annual 
Dinner as a means of obtaining the pecuniary assistance which is necded by the 
Institution. We venture to think, on the contrary, that such a revival is desir- 
able for more than one reason. 


The annual “Festival” charity brings 


together on terms of friendly personal intercourse many who might 
not otherwise meet. It is also of use in promoting an interchange 
of views between men of authority on some topics connected with 
the institution, and in presenting an opportunity for the delivery 


of an address from some man of light and leading, whose opinions Tand 
advice would otherwise be unobtainable. 
the annual dinner is often made the oceasion for the contribution of ideas on 
educational questions by minds of various shades—by the minister of religion, 
by the educationalist pure and simple, and by the practical man of the world—each 
of whom may help to elucidate the subject under consideration by exhibiting a 
different phase of it. As an example of what these convivial gatherings may 


effect in another direction, we may mention the very thoughtful and suggestive 


speech delivered by the late Sir GeorGe JesseL at the dinner held on behalf of 
the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asyluin a few years since. On that occasion— 


one of the few on which the late MAsTER OF THE ROLLS prominently identified. 


himself with the communal institutions—those who were present, and the com- 
munity generally, were favoured with an exposition by one of the foremost of 
living Jews of the condition and the responsibilities of his coreligionists in the 
present age, Admirable as that discourse was, it would never, probably, have 
been delivered had it not been for the peculiar circumstances which brought the 
distinguished speaker for the moment in closer contact with his brethren, At 
the forthcoming dinner, too, in connection with the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan 
Asylum the Lorp Mayor is to be the Chairman. The Presidency of such a man 
cannot but prove of advantage to the community in demonstrating the excellence 
of the relations subsisting between the Jew and his neighbour in this country, 
Who can doubt that it will conduce to the benefit of the institution in whose 
behalf the Anniversary will be held, by attracting the presence and the help of 
many who would, under other circumstances, have withheld both? No small 
part of the value of these annual celebrations lies in the fact that they succeed 
in rallying to the support of some excellent charity those who otherwise would 
all but forget that the charity existed. It seems to us that it becomes almost a 
duty of the Managers of the Free School to adopt some such expedient for

dantic attainpts at uniformity and literal accuracy were to be refused special 
care Was to be taken not to interfere with words and) sentences which had rooted 
themsclyes in the devotional speech of the people, even although others more 
awecurately expressing the sense of the original might be casily found ; no passage 
was to be altered unless the revisers were agrecd not only as to the need of 
alicration, but as to the words to be substituted for those set aside : furthermore, 
in order that the aroma of the thae-honoured Bible nught be preserved in undi- 
minished sweetness and strength, new-faneled words were to be utterly excluded, 
the choice of words for the altered renderings being Limited to those for which 
authority can be found in one place or other of Luther's work ; finally, after the 
reviscrs had resolved upon the alteration to be introduced, the text as thus revised 
vas to be printed and published an proof, So that the reVvIsers, before hestowing 
on it their final touches and lanuching if out into the world, might know How the 
Various alterations were likely to comuend themselves to the general mind of the 
Churches.” With the exception of this last rule, the English reviscrs nave 
adopted very stinilar principles, and have placed upon their work aluost identical 
restrictions. seems reerettable, though hardly avoidable, that these two tasss 
could not have been somehow broucht into relation with one another. In accord: 
ance with the Last rule just quoted, the Gernian revisers issued in 1867 a Proof 
Edition of Luther's New ‘Lestament which they published in 1870. Proot 
Editions of Genesis and the Psalms “have been in circulation since .and 
respectively, The intention seems to, be that the edition of the entire Bible now 
in the press shall not be regarded as exhibiting the text as finally revised; but 
shall be tentative only, leaving it open for a little while longer to itroduce any 
modification that may be called for, in order to make the new text as perfect as 
possible.” 

We confess that we do not expect, in the present state of feeling in Germany, 
much real amendiment in the revised translation of the Bible. Regarded, how- 
ever, away fromm our own special point of view, the new revision sccms to be 
fairly meeting the hopes of its projectors. That it will be extremely popular may 
be conjectured from the fact that since its first publication in 1870, the Germa’ 
Revised New Testament has been issued in no less than fifty-nine perfectly 
distinct editions. ‘The publication of the new revision will be strikingly pisil 
priate. No fitter method could have been adopted. for celebrating the fourth 


centenary of Luther’s birth than the publication of an improved edition of i

have had professors of history writing upon the Jews, olhiccrs 
in the artillery, Protestant clergymen, novelists, pocts, musicians, mathemeati- 
cians ; and now we have an English lady taking up the pen and instructing 
us as to-her views on Judaism and Semitism, and a good many other things that 
have little to do with either. We fancy that our readers will waste their time if 
they endeavour to ruess, as we felt tempted to do, at the English Jewess who 
could have written this correspondence. For we find her speaking -of Lord 
Beaconsfield as “ Lord Chancellor ’—a slip that no English lady would be likely 
to make. The correspondence opens. with a dramatic scene..ofa rich. Jewess 
declaring her intention of having her children baptised, in order to prevent their 
being insulted. This causes the “ English lady ” to think over her own position 
as revards Judaism, and to have resort to a friend to solve her difficulties on the 
subject. This friend’s remarks are of a rather oracular character and are princi- 
pally directed to pointing out the wickedness of the world. In order to” prove 
this he dilates on such topics as are rarely addressed to an English lady’s ears or 
eves. He comes ultimately to the conclusion that the miraculous preservation 
of Israel throughout the azes is a proof of God’s existence and that the Law of 
Moses is thus clearly shown to be the will of God, The object of Judaism ts 
rather ethical than religious. At the same time the writerallows only a transitory 
value to the laws of ritual. The fourteenth letter in which these views are 
expounded, is at once the longest and best, in a brightiy written but, otherwise, 
very superficial brochure. ‘This alone raises the little work from the Be8 ol dull- 
hess, partiality and recrimination which 1s formed by the mass of publications ; n 
the “Jewish Question.” Those of our readers who may wish to hear what this 
(imaginary) “ English lady ” has to say about Judaism will do well to conune 
themselves to the fourteenth letter.

PREACHERS AND SINGERS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE.’ 

Srx,—Much has lately been spoken and written about the position and aim of 
“Chagonuth.” Abouta yearago you devoted to the subject a well-reasoned leader, 
which dealt fully and wisely with it I believe the rivalry now existing between 
preaching and Chazonuth is uncalled for. Whether a preacher is to be taken in the 
light of a “ modern representative of the prophets,” and a chazan merely of secondary 
importance, remains open to dispute. Undoubtedly a preacher who expounds the 
moral precepts of the Almighty in our sacred edifices is most essential; in fact no 
service can be complete without a religious discourse from an eloquent and learned 
gentleman, who is conscious of his reponsibilities, But,on the other hand, a Reader 
is likewise necessary, nay, indispensable, Any man assuming the post of Reader 
must be one who possesses a thoroughly trained voice, with musical attainments, 60 
that he may render our beautiful Liturgy in an impressive and charming manner. 
Our prayers are so morally sublime, that it requires one gifted with the necessary 
talents todo ample justice to the sublimity of their phrases and richness of their 
expression, Nevertheless, the reader must not make the prayers subservient to his 
florid vocalisation, but he must read with a solemnity worthy of a Sheliach Zibur— 
the ‘‘ Deputy of a congregation,” as laid down by the Rabbins in treatise, Berachos 
and Shulchan Arvuch, Itis a mistake to suppose that our Readers have only a voice, 
and that this istheirsole qualification. The majority of them are familiarly acquainted 
with Biblical and Talmudical literature, and have other attainments, besides the ong 
‘who has something to say.” We, English Jews, ought to take a lesson from our 

brethren on the Continent, who appreciate Chazonuth far more than we do. I cor 
dially agree with my friend the Rev. H. Davids, Minister to the Western Synagogue. 
who is a very excellent Chazan himself, in the suggestion he conveyed to an accom- 
plished musician, that a movement should be set on foot to found a school for 
talented young men desirous of becoming Readers, where they can be instructed in 
every branch of Chazonuth, and to teach them how to deliver sacred hymns, &c., in 
a melodious manner, Such an institution would, I believe, bea great advantage to 
the community, especially for the students of Jews’ College, who, by their attain. 
ments as preachers alone, are but half accomplished ministers, The musical work 
of the late much esteemed Rev. H. Wasserzug ought to be considered an invaluable 
treasure to everyone aspiring for the post of Reader, It is to be regretted that a work 
of such magnificence and grandeur is not used in every synagogue of the United 


Kingdom. It abounds with many rich and beautiful recitations, written in a 


musician-like style, of which the deceased was so great a master.
